17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior 


The Edmund North House has a three-bay facade with a right entry. The 
entry is sidelit; muntins and transom bar are*‘treated as narrow molded 
pilasters with plain blocks at intersections; above is a plain frieze 
with a central tablet and a molded cap. Windows are fitted with 
2-over-2 sash and have wide plain board surrounds. There are plain 
corner pilasters. The molded cornice shows a partial return; a 
single rectangular attic light has a molded surround with a central 
tablet and small-pane glazing. The right elevation has a one-story 
flat-roofed rectangular bay with a semi-hexagonal extension. 


DESCRIPTION (Continued! 


Architecturally, the Edmund North House is significant as a good and 
well-preserved example of the Greek Revival style, popular in American 
domestic architecture from about 1825 to 1855. The North House is not 
a high-style example, but its gable-to-street orientation, plain 
corner pilasters, and relatively broad proportions are intended to 
suggest the massing and construction of the classical Greek temple. 
The sidelit entry, tablets, and rectangualr attic light are also 
common Greek Revival features. 


SIGNIFICANCE 


Edmund North, who operated a nearby sawmill, was the early or original 
occupant of this house, which was built about 1850.
